Kennedy , who w as slain in Dal­ 
las. Tex ., Nov . 22, 1963. 
The key state w itness, P erry 
R ay m ond Ru sso, testified that 
he knew Osw ald as Leon Oswald 
who shared an apartm ent with 
F erric, described as an eccen­ 
tric hom osex u al by sev eral w it­ 
nesses. Ru sso said he ov erheard 
the plotting du ring a party at 
F e rrie ’s apartm ent in Septem ­ 
ber 1963.

Bail Bond Voting Reset 


By U.C. Davis Students

. DAVIS — The 
s t u d e n t 
4egislature of the University of 
California at Davis last night 
postponed action until Thursday 
on a controversial bill which 
would put the student body into 
♦he bail bond business, 
c The legislation was f i r s t 
Jeworded, however, to limit a 
hail bond fund to offenses com- 
Xpitted by Davis students in 
*Yolo. Sacramento and Solano 
counties. 
t The legislature will also con­ 
sider lowering the amount of 
Xunds available to a student. 
The bill proposes setting up a 
bail bond fund with student body 
Inoney which could be loaned to 
« student who is arrested and 
Snable to raise bail. 


The original proposal provided 
for $1.000 to be available to any 
student. The money would come 
in 
form 
of a 
60-day 
loan, 
interest-free. 
The 
legislature 
was 
about 
evenly split on the first pro­ 
posal, but the bill may gain ad­ 
ded support now that the area of 
its use has been limited — 
especially since arrests at San 
Francisco Stale College would 
no longer be covered, a student 
body officer said today 


Tuesday afternoon two giant 
dogs ran into the midst of a 
flock of sheep in Tennessee 
Valley and began killing. A 
great Dane seized one sheep by 
the neck, crushed its skull with 
one bite, then spun to seize 
another and kill it the same 
way. while a shaggy’ dog harried 
other sheep nearby. 
Bv the time dairy rancher 
George Gianecchini and his sons 
noticed the attack, eight sheep 
had been ravaged, some with 
their faces eaten off but most 
simply killed by the crushing 
bites in an orgy of slaying. 


Gianecchini ran for a rifle, 
shot at the dogs but missed, 
and they fled over the hill 
toward Sausalito nr Marin 
City. 


Since then, Gianecchini has 
been on a treadmill of of­ 
ficialdom 
trying 
to 
g et 
something 
done 
about 
killer 
dogs. 


Sheriff's 
deputies 
made 
a 
report, but referred him to the 
Marin County Humane Society. 


The 
Humane 
Society 
said 
there is little or nothing it can 
do unless the dogs are caught on 
Gianecchini’s property. 


Now the rancher has turned 
to his San Rafael attorney, 
Herbert K. Walton, who said 
he will file a claim with the 
county for the value of the 
slain animals. If the dogs 
could be traced, Gianecchini 
could also file action against 
the owner for double the value 
of the lost sheep, and the dogs 
could be legally destroyed by 
the humane society. 


“ This is a real difficult situa­ 
tion.” 
a 
humane 
s o c i e t y 
employee said. Marin Terrace 
School is fairly near, and many 
dogs follow’ children to school, 
then run loose during the day. 
The situation improved tem­ 
porarily when the school crack­ 
ed down on dogs, but it didn’t 
last. The humane society said. 
There are dozens of dogs again 
roving loose in T e n n e s s e e 
Valley. 


Legally, 
said 
the 
society, 
Gianecchini can shoot a dog at­ 
tacking stock on his property, 
but can't go get the dog on its 
owner’s property. Nor can the 
humane society pick up a dog on 
his say-so unless it is actually 
caught in the act. 


Gianecchini said he saw the 
great dane run back to Marin 
City, and he said he believed 
he knows who the owner is. But 
there is no way to prove it, 
and the owners or the only 
known great dane in Marin 
City told 
the 
Independent- 
Journal 
their dog 
is kept 
chained and couldn't have kill­ 
ed the sheep. 


No one has any idea who owns 
the 
shaggy 
dog 
t h a t 
ac­ 
companied the great dane. 


Lt. Ellis L. Seibert of the 
sheriff's office said there is no 
way of knowing what dog did the 
| killing, since the chase Jed over I 
the ridges. The dog could have 
come from Sausalito as Easily 
as Marin City, he said 


Gianecchini has had dog trou­ 
ble 
before, 
as 
most 
dairy 
ranchers in Marin have on oe-1 
casion. In 1964, he collected a 


j claim from the county for dairy 
. cattle killed by dogs. 
it can be expensive all the 
same. Last year, Gianecchini 
said, he shot a dog chasing his 
stock 
and 
the 
owner 
sued. 
Gianecchini won the case, but 


J spent $400 defending himself. 


Walton said state law re­ 
quires each county to maintain 
a livestock indemnity fund, 
financed out of dog license 
fees, to reimburse owners of 


i stock killed by dogs. Despite 
I the 
1964 settlement. 
Marin 
j County has no such fund. 


Asst. County Counsel Thomas 
Hendricks said such a county 
1 fund would have to be imposed 
j by state order. “ Otherwise the 
| county would be in the position 
of insuring ranchers against 
their losses, he said,” he said. 
Gianecchini and his sons can’t 
patrol the entire ranch — there 
are too many chores for that. 
Often an attacking dog may 
never be seen, and his work may 
be undetected until the body of a 
sheep 
or 
cow 
is 
f ound 
somewhere on the ranch. 
The rancher sees it as a prob­ 
lem the humane society should 
•solve. If the society enforced 
licensing for all dogs it would 
j help, he said. “ Nine out of 10 
dogs we shoot for killing stock 
aren’t licensed . . . they’re dogs 
nobody owns.” 


If the unlicensed dogs were 
impounded cr destroyed, most 
of his losses could be curbed, 
Gianecchini feels. And since 
the county has a dog license 
requirement, it should be en­ 
forced, he said. 


Meantime, the humane society 
is under pressure from most of 
Marin’s 11 towns and cities, as 
well as unincorporated areas, 
for 
more 
protection 
against 
loose dogs. More money and 
men are forthcoming and will 
cut the dog problem in areas 
willing to pay for more patrols, 
but it seems unlikely that will 
help Gianecchini much. 
Until some help is forthcom­ 
ing, Gianecchini can only carry 
his damage claims through the 
county — and keep a nervous 
eye on his livestock as he makes 
his rounds of the ranch.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Commerce Department says in-1 
dicators were uniformly bullish 
in January, showing no signs of 
the long-awaited —and predict­ 
ed—slackening of the economy. 
“ All of the broad economic 
measures now available were 
up over the preceding month,” ; 
said the department, including 
employment, wages and sala­ 
ries, industrial production, re- ! 
tail sales and housing starts. 
“ Wholesale prices advanced 
sharply according to advance 
reports," said the department’s 
monthly summary of the busi­ 
ness situation. 
The report made no reference 
to last week's meeting in Paris 
of the Organization for Econom­

ment. at which U.S. officials 
were quoted as saying the long 
awaited slowdown was at last 
developing.

The meeting itself was closed 
to reporters, but foreign sources ! 
said the CEA chairman's re­ 
marks conveyed strongly the 
impression that the U.S. growth 
rate was beginning to yield to 
government rein tugging.

The New Jersey was brought 
out of mothballs in 1967 as a $50 


million experiment to test the 
effectiveness of her 16-inch guns 
against targets in North Viet­ 
nam. The United States was 
then 
escalating its bombard­ 
ment of the North, and the Navy 
said the 23-mile range of the 
New Jersey's guns would cover 


many of the targets then being 
hit by warplanes. 
By the time the New Jersey 
arrived in Vietnam last Sept. 30. 
President Johnson had limited 
air and surface bombardment of 
North Vietnam to the country’s 
narrow southern panhandle The 
Pentagon said the battleship’s 
big guns were still needed to hit 
well 
entrenched 
North 
Viet­ 
namese artillery which was har­ 
assing the U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese posts below the DMZ. 
A month later Johnson halted 


all attacks on the North, and the 
enemy artillery attacks from 
above the DMZ stopped.

The schedu led ex ecu tions of 
two inmates of San Qu entin's 
Death Row were stay ed y ester­ 
day , one by a federai ju dge and 
one by the California Su preme 
Cou rt. 


The death sentences of two 
others were rev ersed by the 
state cou rt. 


The cou rt actions came at the 
same time as the ex ecu tion of 
Walter Clay ton Hines was set 
for March 26. Hines, 30, was 
conv icted in Los Angeles Cou nty 
of a 1962 mu rder, and has had 
one prev iou s stay of his ex ­ 
ecu tion. 
U. S. District Cou rt Ju dge 
Alfonso J. Zirpoli ordered the 
stay for conv icted 
mu rderer 
Lawrence G. Modesto, 38 , who 
was to go to the gas chamber on 
March 5 . Zirpoli, in federal 
cou rt in San Francisco, ordered 
the stay u ntil the U. S. Su preme 
Cou rt ru les on v ariou s legal 
qu estions on capital pu nishment. 
The Su preme Cou rt is schedu l­ 
ed to hear argu ments on March 
3 in two cases which hav e con­ 
stitu tional issu es that cou ld af­ 
fect Modesto's death sentence, 
his attorney s argu ed. The cases 
challenge the lack of gu idelines 
for ju ries in imposing death 
sentences or imprisonment and 
the death sentence itself as cru el 
and u nu su al pu nishment. 
The California Su preme Cou rt 
rejected both issu es in a ru ling 
last Nov ember and Modesto’s 
attorney s argu ed that he shou ld 
hav e the benefit of the decision 
by the U. S. Su preme Cou rt on 
the two Constitu tional qu estions.

The scheduled executions of 
two inmates of San Quentin’s 
Death Row were stayed yester­ 
day, one by a federal judge and 
one by the California Supreme 
Court.

The court actions came at the 
same time as the execution of 
Walter Clayton Hines was set 
for March 26. Hines, 30. was 
convicted in Los .Angeles County 
of a 1962 murder, and has had 
one previous stay of his ex­ 
ecution. 
U. S. District Court Judge 
Alfonso J. Zirpoli ordered the 
stay for convicted murderer 
Lawrence G. Modesto, 38, who 
was to go to the gas chamber on 
March 5. Zirpoli. in federal 
court in San Francisco, ordered 
the stay until the U.S. Supreme 
Court rules cm various lega 
questions on capital punishment. 
The Supreme Court is schedul­ 
ed to hear arguments on March 
3 in two cases which have con­ 
stitutional issues that could af­ 
fect Modesto’s death sentence, 
his attorneys argued. The cases 
challenge the lack of guidelines 
for juries in imposing death 
sentences or imprisonment and 
the death sentence itself as cruel 
and unusual punishment. ¡ 
The California Supreme Court 
rejected both issues in a ruling 
last November and Modesto’s 
attorneys argued that he should 
have the benefit of the decision 
by the U. S. Supreme Court on 
the two Constitutional questions. 
Modesto was convicted of kill­ 
ing two girls, aged 9 and 13, in 
Riverside' County .in 1961.

For College 


A revolutionary new grading 
system, not used by any other 
California community college, 
was unanimously adopted by 
Marin Junior College District 
trustees last night, despite a 
teacher's worry that it might 
make some instructors softer. 


The new policy eliminates D 
and F grades, substituting a “no 
credit” rating for persons who 
fall below a C. 


College 
officials

with the student receiving credit 
only for work successfully com­ 
pleted. Formerly, credit was 
given for D work.

In Sonoma, too, Mexican and 
Spanish food is sumptuous at 
Gordon’s La Casa Mexican Res- 
taurent. The manager's name is 
Martinez, so you can expect an 
authentic carte and try out your 
Spanish accent. 
In Petaluma. Sonoma doe’s 
has a special Spanish paella din­ 
ner that's reasonable. With an 
owner named M a n u e 1 Juan 
Montero you might expect this. 
While there was no attempt 
made to cover all of the many 
Sonoma County restaurants and 
list them in our recent dining 
and wining guide. I do feel guilty 
about having omitted Au Reíais, 
the French restaurant at 23570 
Arnold Drive, Sonoma. It would 
have to be another restauranteur 
who called my attention to this 
oversight. 
Au Reíais is open daily except 
Mondays for lunch from noon to 
2 p.m. and for dinners from 5 to 
10 p.m. Sunday dinners are from 
noon to 9 p.m. French menu 
there and also is outstanding 
catering. 


Kenwood in the Valiev of the 
Moon, and Mark West Lodge. 
farther north on the Mark West 
Road from Santa Rosa to Cali­ 
stoga. 
Once more Golden Bear will 
feature its famed .smorgasbord 
dinner, and if the price is the 
same as last year it will be 
$2.75.

Read Labels, Beware Poisons

Facts on food labeling and 
poison p r e v e n t i o n were 
discussed by Una R. Wood, 
consumer specialist with the 
San Francisco district of the 
Food and Drug Administration 
of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, when 
she spoke Wednesday at the 
Novato 
Newcomers 
C l u b 
luncheon 
at 
Hamilton 
Air 
Force Base. 
“Did you ever read a label?*' 
Miss Wood asked her audience. 
She said that in IBM, the fair 
packaging and labeling act was 
passed to require more com­ 
plete and prominent labeling 
information so that consumers 
could more easily make value 
comparisons among products. 
(The first food and ding act 
was passed in 1906 and the 
federal food, drug and cos­ 
metic act was passed in 1998.1 


EVERY FOOD, drug and cos­ 
metic label must tell the truth, 
Miss Wood said. “If you can't 
believe it, why don’t you report 
it?” she asked. 
Consumers sometimes come 
across a food, drug or cos­ 
metic 
that 
they 
think 
is 
mislabeled, 
unsanitary 
o r 
otherwise 
harmful. 
If 
you 
report, a legitimate grievance 
to 
the 
Food 
and 
D r u g 
Administration you are doing a 
public service. Miss Wood said. 
There are 35 people in the 
'San Francisco district office, 
which includes the area from 
Kern County to the Oregon 
border, the states of Nevada 
and Hawaii, and Miss Wood, 
said they do not have the time 
to check every label. This is 


where consumers can help if 
they question a product. 


As an example she stated 
that a Denver woman had 
noticed that a cereal was label­ 
ed as preventing heart attacks. 
The 
woman, 
contacted 
the 
FDA. which checked with the 
manufacturer and found the 
company's 
advertising 
firm 
had placed the misinformation 
on 
the 
label, 
without 
the 
manufacturer’s k n o w 1 e dge. 
The product was taken off the 
grocery' shelves. 


ALL FOODS MUST have 
certain information on th e 
label, Miss Wood said. The 
identity of the food, net quan­ 
tity of contents and name, 
address and zip code of the 
manufacturer, packer or dis­ 
tributor. She laughingly added 
that the zip code W'as added 
in the 1966 act. 


Miss Wood stated that the 
“cents off” message on a prod­ 
uct is an “easy way to pull 
the wool over your eyes.” 
Congress felt, however, “That 
women like a bargain,” and it 
is used mainly to introduce 
new products. 
The FDA is responsible for 
all 
products 
t h a t 
are 
transported across state lines. 
If a product is found unsafe, it 
is destroyed. During the five 
years that Miss Wood, has been 
with the San F r a n c i s c o 
district, 
they 
have 
had 
to 
destroy 
only 
one 
crop 
of 
spinach, which had too high an 
amount of a pesticide. 


SHE ALSO discussed safety 
of artificial sweeteners.

present no hazard to an adult. 
This amount would be three or 
four large bottles of artifically 
sweetened beverages a day for 
an adult. The intake for a 60 
pound child would be limited to 
two bottles a day, the com­ 
mittee reported. 


One of the reasons for this. 
Miss Wood said, is that if the 
child drank more, he would be 
filled with a lot of liquid and 
would not want to eat nutri­ 
tional food. 


In reference to poisons, Miss 
Wood said, “ Put it (poison) un­ 
der lock and key — keep it out 
of reach of children.” She said 
also that there are a lot of look 
alikes in packaging. As an ex­ 
ample she said that children 
who cannot read may mistake 
a can of furniture polish for a 
mouth wash. 


There are four signal words 
on hazardous substances pro­ 
vided by the child protection 
act. One or more of these four 
signal words appear on the 
front of the lable — danger, 
warning, caution and poison, 
she stated. 
“ Read and heed,” Miss Wood 
said, in reference to the labels. 
She added that e v e r y o n e 
should observe n a t i o n a l 
poison prevention week, March 
16 to 22, with the slogan “ Make 
Every Week Poison Prevention 
Week.”

Some Reasons Why 
School Bond I ssues Fail 


Well, back to the old drawing board! 
That seems to be the story for the 
San Ratael Elementary School District 
after the second turndown within 16 
months of a bond issue to build one 
new school and expand or improve 
present ones. 
The $2.100.000 bond issue placed 
before voters of the district on Tues­ 
day fared a bit better than did the 
S3.100.000 proposal of Oct. 24. 1967. 
It drew 60 per cent favorable votes, as 
compared with 53 per cent for the 
earlier proposal. But it fell well short 
of the two-thirds required. 
As on the previous occasion, those 
who did not vote really decided the 
issue. The voter turnout was almost 
identical — 38 per cent of those 
registered this time. 37 per cent in 
October. 1967. The decision against 
bonding thus was made by a minority. 


WHY 1)11) SO MANY not vote? The 
obvious conclusion is that they do not 
care, one way or the other. It may be, 
however, that there is another reason. 
Many of them may not be convinced by 
the arguments for the need, yet do not 
wish to vote “ against schools." so they 
adopt the path of least resistance by 
avoiding a commitment. 
There are reasons why many people 
may feel unsure about the need for 
school bonds. 
When the S3.1 million issue was 
placed before San Rafael Elementary 
School District voters in October. 
1967. the citizen committee pushing it 
said defeat would mean one or more of 
three things: increased class sizes, dou­ 
ble sessions, and/or reduction in bus 
transportation to cut costs. The com­ 
mittee also said that to delay building 
was sure to increase the price. 
None of these things happened. And 
when the new bond issue was put 
before voters, it was a million dollars 
less than that turned down previously 
— although, like the preceding one. it 
included “ something for everybody"

with money earmarked for some work 
at each neighborhood school. 


SI PT. JOHN F. PLANK suggested 
that campus unrest at colleges and 
high schools contributed to Tuesday's 
bond issue defeat. It may have done so. 
But parent resentment is not only over 
the nonsense on college campuses. 
Some of it is directed at the local 
schools. 
One parent, in a letter to the editor 
which arrived too late for publication 
before 
the 
election, 
charged 
the 
schools have failed. “ Graduates who 
cannot comprehend what they read, 
write legibly or make correct change 
are living proof of failure." she wrote. 
She added that though Plank and 
Paul McMullin. chairman of the YES 
Committee, encouraged a t t e n d i n g 
board meetings and speaking out. “ all 
legitimate queries are put down" at 
such meetings. “ Parents' and tax­ 
payers’ comments are invited, but if 
they do not agree with the board of 
education, 
tiie 
principal 
and 
the 
teachers they are either wrong or 
■fallacious.’ ” she wrote. 
This is a complaint that has been 
heard before. In fact, it is a rather 
common one in many school districts. 


ANOTHER REASON why many feel 
doubtful about school bonds was given 
in a letter by II. C. Downer of 
Kentfield. published y e s t e r d a y . 
Downer, a man with school building 
experience, wrote: “ Obviously, at least 
from the picture shown, little thought 
was given to economy" in planning the 
Glenwood Middle School. 
That is something the board of 
education and its staff (and architects) 
might bear in mind when they go back 
to the old drawing board — that, along 
with whether some of the things pro­ 
posed 
to

everybody” are necessary. 
Maybe they can even cut the cost 
below $2.1 million.

Along With Arms Race

WASHINGTON - H e a v y 
cost overruns, producing a jet 
escalation, .in, weapon, costs, are 
worrying Pentagon bud,get of­ 
ficers. All the .services are in­ 
volved. Many, if not most, of 
their weapons systems are af­ 
fected. 
House and. Senate Armed 
Services Committee will start 
hearings on the annual defense 
procurement bills as soon as 
President Nixon recommends 
adjustments in the Johnson 
defense budget — probably in 
early March,

According to th e com­ 
mittee’s data, the $3 1 billion 
1965 cost estimate for the first 
12$ of the I xx’kheed C5As has 
been run up to $51 billion 
That $2 billion increase may be 
something of a record.r 
Comparable percentage in­ 
creases are a n 11 c 1 p a t e d .

It's a safe bet that every one 
attending Monday ’s Sausalito 
School District Board meeting 
had the sam e goal — good

children.

Too Much Like 'Confrontation1 


It's a safe bet that everyone 
attending Monday's Sausalito 
School District Board meeting 
had the same goal — good 
education for the children. 
That didn't keep the fur from 
Hying over how to go about it. 
It is inevitable that we will 
be emotional over things as 
close to us as the education 
of our children so voices and 
tempers are bound to rise in 
the debate. 
But what really embitters 
and frustrates, it seems to me, 
is that each side is seeing the 
other as cardboard antichrists, 
not real people with good and 
bad 'points. 
Parents 
opposing 
current 
district practices seem con­ 
vinced the district is run by 
left-wing advocates of revolu­ 
tion, anarchy, hippiedom and 
libertinism. 
The administration and its 
backers appear unshakeably 
sure their' opponents are so 
many right-wing racists bent 
on pressing their children into 
an iron mold of 19th Century 
behavior. 


THERE MAY well be a 
handful of extremists in the 
ranks of both sides. But until 
both sides realize they are con­ 
tending with real, thinking, 
fallible, emotional humans, the 
only fruit of their arguments 
will be more bitterness, and 
any progress will come only at 
enormous cost. 
And the example to the 
children whom both sides want 
to educate is appalling. It is 
little use to lecture 'the young 
about protesting in a civilized 
. manner when they see adults 
verbally at each o t h e r ’ s 
throats.

Mutiny Defense Wants 


Shooting Figure Quizzed

Sypnicki also asked Lt Col. 
Richard Snyder, the presiding 
judge at C'olip's court-martial, to

trial resumes Monday. The trial 
is being held at Fort Irwin, a 
remote Army base in the Mo­ 
jav e Desert where it was mov ed 
because of high teeling about the 
mutuiy charges in the Bay Area

Sypnicki said that the Army

“I wish I d shot 
him, so I could get a transfer 
closer to home ” The guard who 
shot Bunch, who was on the 
same work detail as Colip. has 
since been transferred to an un­ 
disclosed Army base, a normal 
practice in such cases. 


The Army report included a 
statement from the guard who

the shooting but Snyder 
ordered the attorneys not to 
rev eal his name to protect him 
from harassment. 


Sypnicki 
told 
Snyder 
that 
defense attorneys will attempt 
to prov e from the autopsy report 
on Bunch that the guard did not 
aim for the legs, as required by 
Army regulations. 
Colip's military a t t o r n e y , 
Capt. Emmit Yeary. said the 
defense will also contend that 
the sit-down strike which follow­ 
ed the shooting was not an at­ 
tempt to ov erride m i l i t a r y

The trial began Wednesday 
with the swearmg-ui of the 10 of­ 
ficers at Fort Irwin who will 
determine both the v erdict and 
the sentence, if any. in Cohp's 
trial.

SANTA BARBARA <AP) - 
A $560 - million damage suit 
was filed against the oil firms 
which drilled a leaking offshore 
oil well, while federal authorities 
reported a new slick from a 
second drilling platform. 
Federal officials said yester­ 
day the new slick was forming 
at a platform a half mile west 
of 'the one responsible for Cali-' 
formate biggest oil disaster. 
Union Oil Co. said the new 
slick was from an oil-smeared 
workboat which had come from 
the second platform. Drilling at 
both platforms was conducted 
by Union. 
Union Oil said there was no 
leak at the second platform. 
Paul De Falco, regional direc­ 
tor of the Federal Air and Wat­ 
er Pollution Control Administra­ 
tion, said he and other federal 
officials would go to 'the area 
by boat to determine the source 
of the new slick. 
The $560-million s u p e r i o r 
court suit was filed on behalf 
of the state, Los Angeles. County — 
and 'the cities of Santa Barbara 1 
and Carpintería. Defendants in 
addition to Union Chi are Mobil 
Oil Co., Gulf Oil Co. and Tex­ 
aco, Inc., Peter Hawden Drill­ 
ing, Inc., and 50G John Does. 
The suit says an estimated 
half-billion dollars’ damage has 
been done to beaches, fish and 
wildlife, harbor facilities, mari­ 
time ecology and the tourist in­ 
dustry. 
The slick covered 800 square 
miles earlier, fed 'Originally by 
21.O0O gallons of crude oil a 
day. After the original leak was 
stopped, the current smaller 
leak about one-tenth the ftow 
developed. 
Union Oil said it had author­ 
ization from Secretary of Inte­ 
rior Walter Hickel to drill three 
more wells in an attempt to 
relieve gas pressure in efforts 
to halt the leak 
Meanwhile. It was announced, 
in 'Washington, that Sen. Joseph

Prisoners' 
Code Held A 
Moral Policy 


CORONADO (UPI) 
- The 
U.S. 
Code 
of 
Conduct 
for 
prisoners of war was compared 
yesterday to the Bible's Ten 
Commandments—a moral state­ 
ment, but not a law a man can 
be punished for breaking. 


That was the view of Capt. 
William 
R. 
Newsome, 
the 
Navy’s chief counsel for the 
court of inquiry into the capture 
of tlie USS Pueblo off North 
Korea Jan. 23. 1968. 


“ It is a set of principles by 
which 
servicemen should be 
guided.” 
Newsome 
said. 
“ I 
don’t think it can be used as the 
basis of a regulation you can 
punish somebody for breaking.” 


N e w s o m e’s statement to 
newsmen appeared to mark a 
shift in the Navy's viewpoint— , 
at least here where the Pueblo 
inquiry is being held.

Pointing Up 


WASHINGTON (API - The 
Commerce Department says in- j 
dicators were uniformly bullish 
in January, showing no signs of 
the long-awaited —and predict-1 
ed—slackening of the economy. ! 
“ All of the broad economic 
measures now available were 
up over the preceding month.” 
said the department, including 
employment, wages and sala- j 
ries, industrial production, re­ 
tail sales and housing starts. 
“ Wholesale prices advanced 
sharply according to advance 
reports,” said the department's 
monthly summary of the busi­ 
ness situation. 
The report made no reference 
to last week's meeting in Paris 
of the Organization for Econom­ 
ic 
Cooperation 
and 
Develop­ 
ment. at which U.S. officials 
were quoted as saying the long 
awaited slowdown was at last 
developing. 
“ In general, we arc on the 
right course,” Chairman Paul 
W. McCracken of the Council of 
Economic 
Advisers, 
highest 
ranking member of the U.S. 
delegation, told newsmen. 
The meeting itself was closed 
to reporters, but foreign sources 
said the CEA chairman's re­ 
marks conveyed strongly the 
impression that the U.S. growth 
rate was beginning to yield to 
government rein tugging.

56.000-ton batt lew agon may not 
be needed in Vietnam, depend­ 
ing on the progress of the Paris 
neace talks, the sources said. 


The New Jersey was brought 
out of mothballs in 1967 as a $50 
million experiment to test the 
effectiveness of her 16-inch guns 
against targets in North Viet­ 
nam. The United States was 
then escalating its bombard­ 
ment of the North, and the Navy 
said the 23-mile range of the 
New Jersey’s guns would cover 


many of the targets then being 
hit by warplanes. 
By the time the New Jersey 
arrived in Vietnam last Sept. 30, 
President Johnson had limited 
air and surface bombardment of 
North Vietnam to the country’s 
narrow southern panhandle The 
Pentagon said the battleship’s 
big guns were still needed to hit 
well 
entrenched

Viet­ 
namese artillery which was har­ 
assing the U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese posts below the DMZ. 
A month later Johnson halted

The court actions came at the 
same time as the execution of 
Walter Clayton Hines was set 
for March 26. Hines, 30. was 
convicted in Los Angeles County 
of a 1962 murder, and has had 
one previous stay of his ex­ 
ecution. 
U. S. District Court Judge 
Alfonso J. Zirpoli ordered the 
stay for convicted murderer 
I^wTenee G. Modesto, 38, who 
was to go to the gas chamber on 
March 5. Zirpoli, in federal 
court in San Francisco, ordered 
the stay until the U. S. Supreme 
Court rules on various legal 
questions on capital punishment. 
The Supreme Court is schedul­ 
ed to hear arguments on March 
3 in two cases which have con­ 
stitutional issues that could af­ 
fect Modesto's death sentence, 
his attorneys argued. The cases 
challenge the lack of guidelines 
for juries in imposing death 
sentences or imprisonment and 
the death sentence itself as cruel 
and unusual punishment. 
The California Supreme Court 
rejected both issues in a ruling 
last November and Modesto’s 
attorneys argued that he should 
have the benefit of the decision 
by the U. S. Supreme Court on 
the two Constitutional questions. 
Modesto was convicted of kill­ 
ing twro girls, aged 9 and 13, in 
Riverside County in 1961.

A revolutionary new grading 
system, not used by any other 
California community college, 
was unanimously adopted by 
Marin Junior College District 
trustees last night, despite a 
teacher's worry that it might 
make some instructors softer. 


The new policy eliminates D 
and F grades, substituting a “ no 
credit” rating for persons who 
fall below a C. 


College 
officials

with the student receiving credit 
only for work successfully com­ 
pleted. Formerly, credit was 
given for D work.

AGAINST 
TRANSIT^ DRAW 
Bay Adviser Sees 
Big Highway Deficit 


By PA LL E. PET EB Z ELL 


B E R K E L E Y — A strong con­ 
demnation of any use of highway 
funds to finance public transit, 
made last month by the director 
‘ of the Bay Area Transportation 
Study Commission, was fortified 
yesterday with a host of billion- 
dollar figures. 


Richard M. Zettel - director 
of the $5.5 million, five-year 
study that is to end this spring 
declared that $3.4 billion will 
be 
needed 
for 
new 
s t a t e 
highways in the Bay Area in the 
next 20 years, but that only 
about $3 billion will be available. 
Citing this $2 4 billion deficit, 
he said that “ even substantially 
increased taxes would provide 
no surplus of funds that could 
rationally be used for other 
purposes.” 


He made it clear that “ other 


purposes’’ 
meant 
p u b l i c 


transit, and argued that the 
percentage of daily travelers 
who could be lured to public 
transit was too small to war­ 
rant diverting highway funds. 


Zettel. presenting his report 
on f i n a n c i n g r e g i o n a l 
transportation to commissioners 
at the Hotel Claremont, termed 
the outlook for getting the need­ 
ed money “ extremely bleak.” 
The commission is to recom­ 
mend to the 1969 Legislature, 
probably 
by 
April, 
that 
a 
regional government be formed 
in 
the 
Bay 
Area 
to 
plan 
transportation facilities should 
be financed, and Zettel's report 
is to go to the commission's 
! study group on finance. 


Zettel not only said highway 


funds were too precious to 
divert to public transit, but 
argued that even a “ perfect” 
rail

throughout 
the 
nine-county 


area could not account for 
more than 10 per cent of the 
daily trips, which totaled 13.5 
million a day in 1965. Only

Bay Area 
residents. 
Zettel 
estimated, 
spend 
about 
$7 
i million a day for their personal 
trips, “ to say nothing of the 
time they invest.” 


Besides this “ private” cost, he 
said, the state has spent $1.75 
billion in the Bay Area in the 
past 20 years for rights-of-way 
and construction of freeways 
and major highways. In the 
same period, he added, counties 
and cities in the area spent $600 
million for roads and streets. 
Also. $350 million was spent on 
the area’s seven toll bridges. 
The total, thus, was some $2.7 
billion over 20 years. 


Statewide, highway u s e r 


taxes will yield more than $25 
billion over the next 20 years, 
according to Zettel, but only $2 
billion will actually go into 
highways. 


Of the $25 billion. $6 billion 
will go to the Motor Vehicle 
Department and the Highway 
Patroi. $8 billion to cities and 
counties for roads and streets, 
and $9 billion for highway ad- 
m i n i s t r ation, 
engineering, 
maintenance and “ stop-gap” im­ 
provements. “ Estimated needs” * 
for the 20 years, however, were 
figured by Zettel at $20 billion, 
or 10 times the amount expected ! 
to be available. 
Roughly one fifth of state 
highway funds arc spent in the j 
Bay Area, he said.

such a diversion “ patently un­ 
fair.” 
“ Surely, 
no one

“ For the immediate future 
it would appear that Marin 
County will be forced to rely 
upon c o n v e n t i o n a l bus 
transportation to satisfy its 
transit needs,” wrote Zettel. 
“ A beginning can be made by 
acquiring and upgrading the

b y 


Greyhound, following the ex­ 
ample of A-C Transit in the 
East Bay,” he said. 


This last statement indirectly 
endorsed a proposal by Arthur 
C. Jenkins, former engineer of, 
the bridge district, that it take 
over Greyhound's commute bus 
operations between San Fran­ 
cisco and the North Bay coun­ 
ties. including Marin. 


A modern bus system “ might 
serve reasonably well lor a 
period 
of 
years 
if

designed and managed and ade-1 
quately supported by taxes,” ! 
said Zettel. 


Jenkins' plan, however, would 
depend entirely on b r i d g e 
district funds, and need no tax 
funds.

At the 
end of this month, he will return 
to teaching at the University of 
California.

Read Labels, Beware Poisons 


By DOROTHY NEWELL 


Facts on food labeling and 
poison p r e v e n t i o n were 
discussed by I na ft. Wood, 
consumer specialist with the 
San Francisco district of the 
Food and Drug Administration 
of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, when 
she spoke Wednesday at the 
Novato 
Newcomers 
C l u b 
luncheon 
at 
Hamilton 
Air 
Force Base. 
“Did you ever read a label?” 
Miss Wood asked her audience. 
She said that in 19f>6, the fair 
packaging and labeling act was 
passed to require more com­ 
plete and prominent labeling 
information so that consumers 
could more easily make value 
comparisons among products. 
(The first food and drug act 
was passed in 1906 and the 
federal food, drug and cos­ 
metic act was passed in 1938.) 


EVERY FOOD, drug and cos­ 
metic label must tell the truth, 
Miss Wood said. “If you can t 
believe it, why don't you report 
it?” she asked. 
Consumers sometimes come 
across a food, drug or cos­ 
metic 
that 
they 
think 
is 
mislabeled, 
unsanitary 
o r 
otherwise 
harmful. 
If 
you 
report a legitimate grievance 
to 
the 
Food 
and 
D r u g 
Administration you are doing a 
public service. Miss Wood said. 
There are 35 people in the 
San Francisco district office, 
which includes the area from 
Kern County to the Oregon 
border, the states of Nevada 
and Hawaii, and Miss Wood 
said they do not have the time 
to check every label. This is 


where consumers can help if 
they question a product 


As an example she stated 
that a Denver woman had 
noticed that a cereal was label­ 
ed as preventing heart attacks. 
The 
woman 
contacted 
the 
FDA, which checked with the 
manufacturer and found the 
company's 
advertising 
firm 
had placed the misinformation 
on 
the 
label 
without 
the 
manufacturer's k n o w i e dge. 
The product was taken off the 
grocery shelves. 


ALL FOODS MUST have 
certain information on t h e 
label, Miss Wood said. The 
identity of the food, net quan­ 
tity of contents and name, 
address and zip code of the 
manufacturer, packer or dis­ 
tributor. She laughingly added 
that the /.ip code was added 
in the 19B6 act. 


Miss Wood stated tiiat the 
“cents off” message on a prod­ 
uct is an “easy way to pull 
the wool over your eyes." 
Congress felt, however, “That! 
women like a bargain,” and it 
is used mainly to introduce; 
new products. 
The FDA is responsible for 
all 
products 
t h a t 
are 
transported across state lines. 
If a product is found unsafe, it 
is destroyed. Duiing the five 
years that Miss Wood has been 
with the San F r a n c i s c o 
district,

present no hazard to an adult. 
This amount would be three or 
four large bottles of artifically 
sweetened beverages a day for 
an adult. The intake for a 60 
pound child would be limited to 
two bottles a day, the com­ 
m ittee reported. 


One of the reasons for this. 
Miss Wood said, is that if the 
child drank more, he would be 
filled with a lot of liquid and 
would not want to eat nutri­ 
tional food. 


In reference to poisons, Miss 
Wood said, “ Put it (poison) un­ 
der lock and key — keep it out 
of reach of children.” She said 
also that there are a lot of look 
alikes in packaging. As an ex­ 
am ple she said that children 
who cannot read m ay m istake 
a can of furniture polish for a 
mouth wash. 


There are four signal words 
on hazardous substances pro- i 
vided by the child protection 
act. One or m ore of these four 
signal words appear on the 
front of the lable — danger, 
warning, caution and poison, 
she stated. 
“ Read and heed,” Miss Wood 
said, in reference to the labels. 
She added that e v e r y o n e 
should 
observe 
n a t i o n a l 
poison prevention week, March 
16 to 22. with the slogan “ Make j 
Everv Week Poison Prevention 
Week.”

The bright star Sirius, which 
also bears the imposing name 
of Alpha Canis Majoris, is the 
brightest in the entire sky and 
would be even more brilliant if 
it were a little higher above 
the horizon where it wouldn’t 
be obscured by fog and haze. 


For a long time astronomers 
were puzzled by the zig-zag path j 
Sirius followed through the sky. 
ft was decided that this was 
caused by a companion star but 
no one could see it. even in the 
largest telescopes. A famous 
astronomer and mathematician. 
F. W. Bessel, in 1834 even com­ 
puted the orbit and mass the 
companion star should have. 
Finally it was discovered in 
1862 by Alvin Clark, a famous 
lens maker, who was testing a 
lens he had just completed. 


This brought a lot of new prob­ 
lems because the companion 
star was so small that it would 
have to have a terribly high 
density to have such an effect on 
Sirius. A spoonful of its material 
would weigh tons.

School Bond Issues Fail 


Well, back to the old drawing board! 
That seems to be the storv for the 
San Rafael Elementary School District 
alter the second turndown within 16 
months ot a bond issue to build one 
new school and expand or improve 
present ones. 
The $2,100,000 bond issue placed 
before voters ot the district on Tues­ 
d a y fared a bit better than did the 
$3,100,000 proposal of Oct. 24. 1967. 
It drew 60 per cent favorable votes, as 
compared with 53 per cent for the 
earlier proposal. But it fell well short 
of the two-thirds required. 
As on the previous occasion, those 
who did not vote really decided the 
issue. The voter turnout was almost 
identical 
38 per cent 
of those 
registered this time. 37 per cent in 
October. 1967 
The decision against 
bonding thus was made by a minority. 


W i n DID SO MANY not vote? The 
obvious conclusion is that they do not 
care, one way or the other. It may be, 
• however, that there is another reason. 
Many of them may not be convinced by 
the arguments for the need, yet do not 
wish to vote “against schools," so they 
adopt the path of least resistance by 
avoiding a commitment. 
There are reasons why many people 
may feel unsure about the need for 
school bonds. 
When the $3.1 million issue was 
placed before San Rafael Elementary 
School 
District 
voters 
in 
October. 
1967. the citizen committee pushing it 
said defeat would mean one or more of 
three things: increased class sizes, dou­ 
ble sessions, and/or reduction in bus 
transportation to cut costs. The com­ 
mittee also said that to delay building 
was sure to increase the price. 
None of these things happened. And 
when the new bond issue was put 
before voters, it was a million dollars 
less than that turned down previously 
although, like the preceding one. it 
included “something for everybody

with money earmarked for some work 
at each neighborhood school. 


M PT. JO H N T. P L A N K suggested 
that campus unrest at colleges and 
high schools contributed to Tuesday s 
bond issue defeat. It may have done so. 
But parent resentment is not only over 
the nonsense on college campuses. 
Some of it is directed at the local 
schools. 
One parent, in a letter to the editor 
which arrived too late for publication 
before 
the 
election, 
charged 
the 
schools have failed. “Graduates who 
cannot comprehend what they read, 
write legibly or make correct change 
are living proof of failure,” she wrote. 
She added that though Plank and 
Paul McMullin. chairman of the YES 
Committee, encouraged a 11 e n d i n g 
board meetings and speaking out. “all 
legitimate queries are put down" at 
such 
meetings. 
“Parents' 
and 
tax­ 
payers' comments are invited, but if 
they do not agree with the board of 
education, 
the 
principal 
and 
the 
teachers they are either wrong or 
‘fallacious.’ " she wrote. 
This is a complaint that has been 
heard before. In fact, it is a rather 
common one in many school districts. 


ANOTHER REASON why many feel 
doubtful about school bonds was given 
in 
a 
letter by 
II. 
C. 
Downer of 
Kentfield. published y e s t e r d a y . 
Downer, a man with school building 
experience, wrote: “ Obviously, at least 
from the picture shown, little thought 
was given to economy" in planning the 
Glen wood Middle School. 
That is something the board of 
education and its staff (and architects) 
might bear in mind when they go back 
to the old drawing board — that, along 
with whether some of the things pro­ 
posed 
to 
give 
“something 
t o 
everybody” are necessary. 
Maybe they can even cut the cost 
below $2.1 million.

Weapon Costs Escalate 


Along With Arms Race

WASHINGTON - H e a v y 
cost overruns, producing a jet 
escalation in weapon costs, are 
worrying Pentagon budget of­ 
ficers. All the services are in­ 
volved. Many, if not most, of 
their weapons systems are af­ 
fected.

Too Much Like 'Confrontation' 


It s a safe bet that everyone 
attending Monday’s Sausalito 
School District Hoard meeting 
had the same goal — good 
education 
for 
the 
children. 
That didn’t keep the fur from 
flying over how to go about it. 
It is inevitable that we will 
be emotional over things as 
close to us as the education 
of our children so voices and 
tempers are bound to rise in 
the debate. 
But what really embitters 
and frustrates, it seems to me, 
is that each side is seeing the 
other as cardboard antichrists, 
not real people with good and 
bad points. 
Parents 
opposing 
current 
district practices seem con­ 
vinced the district is run by 
left-wing advocates of revolu­ 
tion, anarchy, hippiedom and 
libertinism. 
The administration and its 
backers appear unshakeably 
sure their opponents are so 
many right-wing racists bent 
on pressing their children into 
an iron mold of 19th Century 
behavior.

Accidental carbon monoxide poi­ 
soning is common during the winter 
season when doors and windows are 
closed and all types oi heaters are in 
use. Natural ga.s has reduced the haz­ 
ards but the problem is tar from be- 
ing solved. 
Carbon monoxide 'CO* is released 
into the air whenever too little oxy­ 
gen prevents the carbon components 
in gas or other fuel from being con­ 
sumed by the flame This occurs! — ------ 
when the burners are crusty or 
faulty or the gas units operate in

of the one responsible for Cali­ 
fornia’s biggest oil disaster,

Union Oil Co. said the new 
! slick was from an oil-smeared 
workboat which had come from 
the second platform. Drilling at 
both platforms was conducted 
by Union. 
Union Oil said there was no 
leak at the second platform. 
Paul De Faleo. regional direc­ 
tor of the Federal Air and Wat­ 
er PolTution Control Administra­ 
tion. .said he and other federal 
officials would go to the area 
by boat to determine the source 
,of the new slick. 
The $560 - million s u p e r i o r 
court suit was filed on behalf 
of the state, Los Angeles County 
and the cities of Santa Barbara 
and Carpinteria, Defendants in 
addition to Union Oil are Mobil 
Oil Co., Gulf Oil Co, and Tex­ 
aco, Inc., Peter Hawden Drill­ 
ing, Inc., and 500 John Does. 
The suit says an estimated 
half-billion dollars’ damage has 
been done to beaches, fish and 
wildlife, harbor facilities, mari­ 
time ecology’ and the tourist in­ 
dustry’.
